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Milk  Production,  Disposition,  and  Income,  I962-63  l/ 

Estimated  I963  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in  the 
United  States  totaled  4,848  million  dollars,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.     The  I963  receipts  were  slightly  belov  a  year  earlier  and  1  percent 
below  the  record  level  of  I96I.    Retiirns  per  hundredweight  for  all  marketings 
averaged  $4.12,  compared  with  $4.10  in  I962.     Farm  value  of  all  milk  totaled 
5,l44  million  dollars  in  I963,  about  1  percent  below  I962.    Milk  production 
in  1963  was  estimated  at  124,783  million  poumds.    This  was  produced  by  16,538 
thousand  cows,  with  an  annual  average  rate  per  cow  of  7^545  pounds.  About 
one-half  of  the  milk  was  utilized  in  factory  products  and  fluid  uses  accounted 
for  47  percent. 

Milk  production  in  I963  down  1  percent 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  in  I963  totaled  124,783  million 
po\xnds,  1  percent  less  than  the  I962  record  production  of  126,021  million 
pounds.    Production  per  cow  in  I963  was  a  record  7,5^5  pounds.    This  topped 
by  2  percent  the  previous  record  output  of  7^391  pounds  per  cow  in  I962. 
The  rate  per  cow  has  advanced  steadily  since  1944,  with  an  average  annual 
gain  of  3  percent.    Milkfat  produced  per  cow  in  I963  was  a  record  28I  pounds 
compared  with  276  pounds  in  I962.    Milk  producted  in  I963  averaged  3.72  per- 
cent fat  compared  with  3*7'^  percent  a  year  earlier.    Milk  cow  numbers  con- 
tinued to  decline  in  I963,  the  annual  average  of  l6,538  thousand  is  less  than 
the  1962  nmber  by  3  percent  and  9  percent  below  the  I957-6I  average.  The 
general  decline  in  milk  cow  nmbers  from  year  to  year  since  1944  was  interrupted 
only  in  1953* 

Utilization  of  milk  in  I963 

The  primary  uses  of  milk  are  for  production  of  factory  products  and  for 
fluid  consiunption.    In  I963,  production  of  factory  products  accounted  for  50 
percent  of  the  total  milk  production,  compared  with  51  percent  in  I962. 
Creamery  butter  accounted  for  24  percent  of  the  I963  production  and  cheese 
represented  12  percent. 

Fluid  consumption  in  I963  amounted  to  47  percent  of  the  milk  produced, 
compared  with  46  percent  in  I962.    Non-farm  fluid  consumption  represented  42 
percent  of  the  I963  production  and  consumption  on  all  farms  amomted  to  5 
percent.    The  other  uses,  which  include  milk  fed  to  calves,  and  used  to  pro- 
duce farm-churned  butter,  amounted  to  3  percent  of  the  I963  production.

Milk  used  on  farms  down  9  percent 

For  1963,  milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  is  estimated  at  T^OH  million 
pounds,  down  9  percent  from  I962,  but  still  6  percent  of  the  total  production. 
All  farm-use  items  (fed  to  calves,  consumed  as  fluid  milk  or  cream,  and  used 
for  farm-churned  butter)  declined  from  I962  to  1963'    These  use  items,  all  with 
long-time  downtrends,  are  influenced  by  the  decline  in  number  of  milk  cows  and 
number  of  farms.    Of  the  milk  used  on  farms,  consumption  as  fluid  milk  or  cream 
amoimted  to  57  percent,  compared  with  33  percent  fed  to  calves  and  10  percent 
used  for  farm  butter. 

Marketings  in  I963  slightly  below  I962 

Milk  marketed  as  whole  milk  or  farm-separated  cream  in  I963  totaled 
117,772  million  pounds,  slightly  below  the  record  quantity  of  118,3^8  million 
poiinds  marketed  in  I962.    Sales  of  whole  milk  to  plants  and  dealers  were 
slightly  greater  than  in  I962  and  acco-unted  for  9^  percent  of  total  marketings. 
Sales  of  farm- separated  cream  were  down  16  percent  from  I962,  and  retail  sales 
were  down  k  percent. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  down  slightly  in  19^3 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in  I963  are  estimated  at 
k,QkQ  million  dollars,  down  slightly  from  I962  receipts,  and  1  percent  below 
the  record  income  from  I961  marketings.    The  average  return  per  hundredweight 
for  all  marketings  was  $4.12  in  I963  compared  with  $i|-.10  in  I962. 

Receipts  from  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  in  I963  totaled 
^^555  million  dollars,  about  1  percent  above  the  1962  receipts  but  slightly 
belovr  the  record  level  established  in  196I.    The  average  price  received  for 
whole  milk  delivered  to  plants  was  $4.10  per  huadredweight  —  unchanged  from 
1962. 

Producers'  cash  receipts  from  sale  of  cream  totaled  IO6  million  dollars 
in  1963  cctmpared  with  129  million  for  the  previous  year.    Farmers  received 

58.2  cents  per  pound  of  fat  sold  in  cream.    The  I962  average  per  po-und  of  fat 
was  59-5  cents. 

Milk  and  cream  retailed  by  farmers  brought  I88  million  dollars  in  I963, 
do\m.  3  percent  from  I962.    The  average  price  received  was  a  record  high  at 

22.3  cents  per  quart,  compared  with  22.1  in  I962. 

Gross  farm  income,  which  includes  value  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  consumed 
in  farm  households,  cream  used  for  farm-churned  butter,  and  marketings  of  milk 
and  cream,  totaled  5^055  million  dollars  in  I963.    This  is  1  percent  below  the 
gross  farm  income  from  dairy  products  in  I962.     The  farm  value  of  all  milk  pro- 
duced in  1963,  which  includes  the  value  of  milk  fed  to  calves,  totaled  5,l44 
million  dollars  —  1  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
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
